Bennie Aldridge, convicted of crim- 
inal attack upon three Dallas girls 
last winter, paid with his life for 
the crime in the electric chair of the 
state prison here today. 


Aldridge was the second man to 


die for the crime • in such a way, 
Le Roy Merriman having been exe- 
cuted the day after Thanksgiving 
Day. The men were arrested sev- 
eral days after they had forced the' 
girls, at the point of guns from 
their male companions on a high- 
way near Dallas. 


Aldridge went 
calmly to 
his 
death. 
As the little green door of 
the execution chamber clanked shut 
behind the 26-year-old man, he set 
his lips In a grim line and walked 
steadily to the chair. 


He was about to seat himself 


when 
Captain 
Homer 
Knighten 


tapped him on the shoulder and 
asked him if he had anything to 
say. Aldridge at first sai<i.-ho had 
nothing to -say, but after Knighten 
repeated his question a second time, 
the doomed man said: 


"As for my crime, I have not 


tried to hide anything. I hope and 
wish that I will be the last one to 
go down in this chair. I feel that 
the good Lord will comfort me. If 
there is any' hereafter, I feel that 
I will be saved." 


He. then turned, .andjseated him- 


self in the chair, the straps were 
adjusted and the current turned on. 
After the necessary shocks he was 
pronounced dead by the prison phy- 
sician.

HUNTER IS TOLD 


L. C. PASSEMORE OF HOUS- 


TON LOST LIFE ON'BAS- 


TROP BAYOU 


. HOUSTON. Dec. 10.-W-A dra- 
matic story of a battle with cold 
and hunger which claimed the life 
of L. C. Pasimore, 25, of Houston, 
in the course of a hunting trip, was 
related here today by F. E. Thom- 
as, Passmore's companion. 
Thomas said he and Passmore 
left Houston Tuesday In Passmore's 
car for Bastrop bridge at the mouth 
of Bastrop Baydu. He said they left 
the car there, procured a rowboat 
and rowed about 16 miles up the 
bayou in search of ducks. 
"We camped on the bank of the 
bayou," Thomas said. The weath- 
er was delightfully mild, and we 
ate heartily that afternoon of ham 
and eggs and coffee. That meal 
was Passmore's last real meal and 
came near being my last 
"Tuesday night it rained and 
started getting cold. 
Wednesday 
morning we started to return to the 
car," he continued. "The wind was 
high. We succeeded in rowing 10 
miles In the direction of Bastrop 
bridge, and then were forced to give 
it up. The water was too rougn. 
"We finally decided to abandon 
the boat and walk the six remain- 
ing mile* to the car. After about 
three mile* Passmore stumbled and 
fell.'Frank. I don't think t can 
make it,' he told me.

EXPLOSION WRECKS 
OKLAHOMA MINE AND 
GAS FILLS WORKINGS 


BELIEVED ALL MEN ENTOMB- 
ED LdST LIVES; ONE BODY 


TAKEN OUT AT NOON 


McALESTBR, Okla., Dec. 


17. fAP)—Bodies pf miners 
who met death today in an 
explosion that trapped six- 
ty-two employes of the Old 
Town, Coal"company's mine 
in North McAlester were as- 
sembled this afternoon at the 
bottom of the sloping shaft lead- 
Ing to the surface. About ten bodi 
ies had been recovered at 2:30 p. m. 


McALBSTBR, Okla., Dec. 17.—(ft 


—Sixty-nine men were entombed in 
the Old Town Coal company's mine 
at North McAlester by an explos- 
ion today. 


Rescue crews were rushed to the 


mine, and immediate efforts begun 
to free the miners. 


Officials of the mining company 
said Sixty men went to work in the 
mine this morning, and none had 
left the mine before' the explosion. 
The bureau of mines rescue sta- 
tion here recruited first air crews 
from mines throughout this region 
and rushed them to the scene of 
the disaster. 
Fear was expressed that few of 
the entombed men would be found 
alive because of poisonous gases 
believed to have spread through the 
mine following the blast: 
The body of Frank Parker of 
Krebs, mining engineer, who was 
not with 
the 
other 
men, was 
brought from the mine shortly aft- 
er the explosion. His was the only 
body recovered at noon. 
First word of the disaster was 
brought when two miners, Charles. 
Penfield and Joe Griffin, signaled 
Fred Benson, hoisting engineer, 
and rode from the mine on the 
trip. The two, who were 3,000 feet 
down the slope, 
said 
they were 
driven out by imoke from the ex- 
plosion, which they said, occurred 
3,500 feet down the slope, where 
most of the miners were working. 


Sixty-nine men were known to 
have gone to work in the mine thl* 
morning. Only three of these, the 
two who came out alive, and Park- 
er, had been accounted for at 1 
p. m. 


Rescue equipment was rushed by 
trucks to the scene from the bu- 
reau of mines station here and res- 
cue workers 
recruited hurriedly 
from throughout the coal mining 
section. 


Wreckage and Gas Hamper 
Wresckage in the mine and the 
danger of poisonous gases slowed 
the work of rescue crews as they 
attempted to 
reach the barrier 
which imprisoned 
the workmen. 
Many hours, 
it was estimated, 
would be required to dig through 
the barrier. 


A crowd of several hundred per- 
sons, many of them frantic wives 
and children of the entombed men, 
gathered at the 
mine entrance. 
Screams of the women pierced the 
air as the rescue work went for- 
ward. 


Cause of the explosion was not 
determined Immediately. The min- 
er* worked with electric lamps. 
The mine, formerly known as 
the Little Bolen, is one of the old- 
est coal properties in Oklahoma, 
having been opened before state- 
hood. It 1* what Is known as a 
"Slope" mine, slanting from the en- 
trance for a distance of 3,600 feet. 
At that point, there is a level 
chamber of 180 feet which gra- 
duates into another slope of 2,400 
feet.

JULIUS BARNES BELIEVES 


ACTIVITIES OF FARM BOARD 
MAY BRING TOO MUCH WHEAT 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17. 
Julius Barnes, chairman of 
the 
board of the United States cham- 
ber of commerce, and again export- 
er testified today before the sen- 
ate lobby committee that activities 
of the farm board were tending to 
over-stimulate the production' of 
wheat. 


Barnes said he was sorry farm 
board policies had to be, discussed 
because "business was. willing to 
give the board a chance to get 
started." 


He said .he objected at a con- 
ference with Chairman'Legge of 
the farm board to the board's plan 
of loaning money to'wheat cooper- 
atives at the current grain price 
with the understanding that the 
producers were to share in any sub- 
sequent increase. 


Barnes was called by the lobby 
committee after reports «that he 
had protested the board's grain 
policies to President Hoover. This 
was subsequently denied , at the 
white house and today Barnes tes- 
tified he had never discussed the 
board with Hoover and he had had

FORT WORTH, Deo. 
19.— 
The number of cattle on Texas 
ranches at the present time Is gen- 
erally believed to show little change 
from a year ago. This In spite of 
the tendency to Increase produc- 
tion because of the generally rec- 
ognized shortage of cattle as shown 
by market receipts. Important fac- 
tors have been an extensive and 
somewhat protracted drouth over a 
good portion of the state and a 
lower value for stocker cattle. That 
the carry over would have been 
much larger had pasturage been 
more favorable Is certain. The ten- 
dency to . ship, however, has been 
more discouraged by a falling off 
in demand and a lowering of the 
prices on stocker and feeder cat- 
tle. 


Stocker and feeder cattle are sell- 
ing from $1 to $1.50 a hundred be- 
low prevailing prices a year ago. 
The better kind of calves are the 
exception, but even they will show 
a decline of 50 cents to $-. The de- 
mand for calves to go Into feed lots 
continues to gain while older cat- 
tle become less attractive. This fact 
has helped ranchmen to market 
their calves to better advantage 
than owners of older catUe. 
Demand In 1928 Good. 


During the late summer and ear- 
ly fall of 1928 tha demand for all 
classes of deeders was very broad 
at strong prices. A great many cal- 
ves and yearlings moved 
direct 


from the range to feed lots In the 
corn belt. Some cattle were booked 
early in Uie season, but the direct 
buying this year was only a small 
per cent of the number that mov- 
ed Qn contract in 1928. 
. 
• 
This fall buyers have been Inclin- 


ed to pass the common kind of 
feeders, probably Influenced by the 
uprofitable market -that, prevailed 
due to the 
excessive 
supply of 


common beef that flooded the mar- 
ket during the late summer and 
early fall. The heavy movement of 
all. classes of feeder cattle during 
1928.—calves and yearlings In par- 
ticular—was felt 
by buyers 
this 


fall when they went to put In their 
supplies of older- cattle and found 
it more or less difficult to obtain 
enough showing the desired qual- 
ity. The growing tendency to feed 
younger cattle as well as the at- 
tractive prices of a year, earlier, 
had encourage owners to let them 
go as against carrying them over 
to be sold a. year later as was for- 
merly the practice. 
Feeders- About Same. 
- i 
Texas feeders, In common with 


those throughout 
the corn belt, 


were slow about deciding what to 
feed, If at all. Commission men 
who have canvassed the situation 
feel that about as many cattle are 
now In Texas feed pens as at this 
time last year—certainly not any 
more. 
There Is, however, a big 


change In the classes of cattle that 
are being: fed. Instead of grown 
cattle—particularly steers—feeders 
are putting In old, thin cows, heif- 
ers, some bulls and a big per' cent 
of calves and yearlings. This, they 
point out, will have-a pronounced 
mcluence on the tonnage of beef as 
compared with former years. Some 
say the decline will amount to as 
much-as 25 to 35 per cent. 
This year Texas feed pens con- 
tained many cattle of. good quality 
that were .fed • longer and carried 
more finish when they reached the 
market than Is usually the case. 
Feeders who marketed their cattle 
with a fair finish in May, June and 
July, obtained good prices. Heavy 
steers sold from $14 to $14.75 at 


Fort Worth, and the best far yearl- 
ings cleared at equal level*. Feed- 
ers who carried a portion of their 
cattle until November arid Decem- 
ber were obliged to take lower 
prices than if they had sold early, 
and the late gains in .weight and 
finish were relatively more expens- 
ive than early in the season. 
With this experience so fresh in. 
their minds it is doubtful .if many 
will make their cattle as heavy as 
last year. This belief Is further 
strengthened by the that feed 
Is 
high, and packers are showing a 
marked 
preference 
for lighter 
beeves—a 
preference 
that- will 
show a spread of $1 or more In 
favor of the lighter animals 
of 
equal quality and finish. 


Commission men are strongly In- 
clined to the belief that present 
conditions auger fair prices when 
this year's'crop of beef-is ready 
for the market In 1930. They do 
not anticipate the peak prices' of 1 
192»; but there is a/pronounc*d 
feeling that prices will' be fair 
especially during the first half of 
the year. They express the belief 
that the turn 
for Better prices 


will begln/shortly after the first of 
the year when 
housewlve» turn 
from poultry to beef. 
That the much talked of short- 
age in cattle is actual IB suggested; 
by market receipts. All of the prin- 
cipal markets show a decline as 
compared with previous years. The 
Fort .Worth market, 
however, 
show* the largest loss In aumbe* 
as well as per cent o'f .decline of 
grown cattle. Up to Dec. 1 this 
year approximately 128,000 fewer 
cattle arrived at Fort Worth than 
came during-

"This area certainly Is naturally 
tributary to the Santa Fe and 


Rock Island," he said, "and should 
properly be .served by branch lines 
of these carriers. There can be no 
doubt that the great bulk of traffic 
to be handled by the proposed Bur- 
lington line 
would be diverted 
from other carriers. The Burling- 
ton undertakes to show that if its

The foreign office announcement 
said: . '"The department of foreign 
relatons has sent Instructions for 
closing of the Mexican consulate 
at Laredo, effective Tuesday, Dee.

COTTON STILL MOST 
IMPORTANT CROP IN 
TEXAS SAYS PITER 


By MARC ANTHONY 


(President Dallas Cotton Exchange 
Written for- the Associated Press) 
DALLAS. Dec. 17-vlV-Whlle cot- 
ton remains the most important 
crop, of Texas, the agriculture of 
the state has developed along lines 
of diversification to an extent that 
a 
comparatively small crop no 
longer sees In its waice a business 
depression. 


The Texas cotton crop for 19J9 is 
estimated by the federal -govern- 
ment at 1,950,000 .bales compared 
with a crop of 16,000,000 bales for 
the Utalted States. 
This Is the 
smallest crop growth In Texas 
'since 1923 when 3,232,000 bales were 
raised. It was the result of a se 
vere summer drouth which took 
its toll in all parts of the state. 
Had this smaller crop been accom- 
panied by price compensation, its 
value would 
have ieen In the 
neighborhood of some $600,000,000. 
However, at the prevailing price, 
Its value, Including seed, is around 
$425.000,000. 
This still makes It 
the most Important crop in Texas, 
as it ii likely to represent more 
than one-half the total value of 
all Texas farm crops estimated at 
near $700,000,000. 
, 
Acreage Increase* 


Expansion of the cotton raising 


industry in 
Texas ha* gone on 
steadily for the past half century 
as new lands were brought under 
plow especially In the western and 
northwestern areas of the state. 
Since 1910 Texas has increased its 
cotton acreage from «,MO,000 acres 
to 17,679,000 In 1*29. The end is 
not yet In sight, for .there remain 
millions of acres of virgin land 
which can go into cotton whenever 
conditions may warrant. 


Texas may be In a position some 
day to produce its 10,000,000 bales 
of cotton if need be without in- 
fringing on the-acreage planted to 
grain and feed crops. Texas pos- 
sesses 
climatic 
advantages and 
cheap land which will make for 
stekdy cotton expansion in years to 
come. 


Market Crash Didn't Hurt 
Texas has not suffered directly 


from the stock market crash which 
affected Industrial areas of the east 
and north. It is too largely agri- 
cultural, which • enables It to go 
about Its business of marketing Its 
crops and livestock. 
The latter 


branch of agriculture has had sev- 
eral years 
of profitable prices 


which have helped to concentrate 
money In Texas.

VPl—Braving the dread menace of 
fire, rescue workers who had toil- 
ed through the night today contin- 
ued their grim task of removing 
bodies from the Old Town Coal com- 
pany's mine in North McAlester 
where yesterday 62 miners were 
trapped by an explosion. 


Treacherous gas, which drifted 
thickly through the lower levels of 
the mine, hampered • the 
rescue 


squads of more than 200, and much 
of the effort was directed at "cur- 
taining off" sections of this dan- 
ger area and attampU to ventilate 
the mine. This was a tedious pro- 
cess. 
' Forty-seven bodies, swathed In 
burlap, had been trundled out of the 
mine shaft and taken to improvis- 
ed morgues, where fellow workers 
Identified 41 of them. Three men 
had been rescued—carried, uncon- 
scious, from the fifth entry of the 
shaft—and 12 others still were list- 
ed as "missing:" They, too, had c.;ed, 
their lives snuffed out by gas, In 
the opinion of Miller D. Hay, chief 
state mine inspector, who said four 
hours spent in the lower levels of 
the mine had convincted him none 
of the men would be found alive. 


Blame Sparks. 
His .Inspection had not revealed 
the cause of the explosion, Hay said, 
but miners familiar with the work- 
Ings were Inclined to blame sparks 
from a electric "cutting" machine 
for the blast. 
They believed the 


machine had uncovered a pocket of 
gas, which exploded. This explos- 
ion, 
they continued, probably caus- 


ed dust, which in turn caused the 
greater explosion. 


The mine suffered 
only slight 
damage, Hay said, but the broken 
and twisted condition of many 
the bodies brought to the surface 
told their mute rtory of the great 
force of the blast. 
Many of the bodies were found 


lying with arms or legs broken 
while others were horribly bruised 
or burned. Identification in many 
cases was difficult; one man's iden- 
tity being established through the 
fact he was known to have a brok- 
famlliarity with, the hazardous na- 
ture of the miners' work. 


Three Come Out'Alive. 
Joe Ponsella, Arnold Kesslnger 


and Frank Gonzales, the three mei 
taken from the mine alive, all tol< 
stories of a terrific 
concussion 


which left them dazed and deafen 
ed. Working, much nearer the en 
trance than the others in the mint 
the trio groped their way further 
Into the entry and away from the 
main shaft, fearing the dread mint 
damp, then all lapsed into uncon 
sciousness until they were taken to 
an emergency hospital, near

As the 


night advanced the crowd about the 
mine mouth dwindled, until only a 
handful remained. 
Hugh C. Rice, genei J1 manager of 
the mine, said the company car- 
ried no compensation insurance for 
the. workers. 
He Intimated that 


the company probably would 
be 


unable to give much financial aid to 
the destitute relatives of the dead 
miners and said he did not know 
whether the mine ever would be re- 
opened. It would take a huge sum 
of money( he said, to put the mine 
in .operation again and the company 
also would be faced with the super- 
stition of miners, who shun shafts 
in which great disasters have oc- 
curred.

The World and the Manger. 
It is a very wonderful thing, that- 
in this year 1929, at the peak of 
what sociologists call "the machine 
age," there should be a wider, deep- 
er Interest in the message of the 
manger than hitherto throughout 
all time.
